His outrageous life has been one slapstick comedy routine after 
another. At 86, he’s going strong—and so Is the Groucho revival 


By Carol Botwin 


Groucho Marx comes into his 
room in Beverly Hills. At 86, the bandy­ 
legged brash stride is a painfully slow 
shuffle. He is wearing plaid trousers, 
wide suspenders and an orange turtle- 
neck sweater. A scarlet heart, like a 
red badge of courage, hangs from a 
chain at his throat. Also on a chain, 
glistening against the turtleneck, is an 
inscription in gold: “The secret word is 
G ro u ch o '' But gone is the fam ous 
cigar— banished by doctors. Gone, too. 
is the staccato, defiant delivery as he 
speaks. The tone is hoarse as G roucho 
greets me. 
N evertheless, once vve settle down 
on his blue-and-vvhite couch opposite a 
huge fireplace from which a w ooden 
m onkey clutching a cigar dangles, 1 
discover that the feet may be slow, but 
the rep artee is as fast as ever. For 
exam ple: 
Q G roucho, you w ere known to use 
com edy in your private life as much as 
your public one. . . . D idn't anybody 
ever say to you, “Com e on, Groucho, 
be serious for a change"!^” 
A How much change? 
Q. G roucho, to set the record straight... 
A It's a lie! 
Q Who w as the funniest man you ever 
knew in your whole life? 
A My m other. 
Q. Who w as the w om an you adm ired 
mosf!* 
A. My father. 
Q. Is it true that once, as a little boy. 
you stole a toy printing press from a 
departm ent store and w ere barred

(Arthur), 
Gummo 
(Milton), Zeppo (H erbert)— w ere the 
sons of Sam Marx, a tailor fam ous for 
the cut of his suits— they never fit. It 
w as Minnie Marx, a blonde pre-W orjd 
W ar I bombshell, who did som ething 
about her family’s poverty. 


Groucho and costar Margaret D um on t 


from the store forever? 
A. Yes, but once I got rich the store 
forgot the ban. Its doors are open to 
anyone with money. Not a lot of money. 
It has cheap things in there, too. Like 
me.

Inspired by her brother A! Shean, of 
the famous vaudeville team Gallagher 
and Shean, Minnie formed a vaudeville 
singing group made up of Groucho, 
Gummo and a female singer who was 
soon replaced by Harpo. Minnie blud­ 
geoned the theatrical agents into giving 
her sons boc^ings and gradually added 
Chico and Zeppo to the act. 
The boys toured the third-rate vaude­ 
ville circuit, passing through an endless 
succession of dusty rooming houses 
and small towns, trying to keep one 
step ahead of shady managers. They 
weren’t doing badly as singers until 
adolescence struck. When their voices 
cracked, they became, through neces­ 
sity, a comedy act. 
Very few people know it, but Jack 
Benny almost became a Marx Brother. 
“We met him on tour,” says Groucho, 
“and asked him to join our act, but his 
mother wouldn’t let him.” 
The peak of the Marx Brothers’ 
care e r cam e in Hollywood, w here they 
w ere im m ortalized on film. They also 
pulled one of their m ost fam ous capers 
there: they cured producer Irving Thal- 
b erg 's penchant for lateness by taking 
off all their clothes and roasting po­ 
tato es over an open fire in his office 
while they w aited for him. 
By this time, Gummo had left the 
act, and shortly afterw ards Zeppo, too, 
decided that the life of a perform er 
w a sn ’t fo r him . B oth Z ep p o and 
G um m o now live in retirem ent in Palm 
Springs. 
Chico w as the first of the Marx 
B rothers to die, and it w as true to the 
spirit of the brothers that, while waiting 
for the funeral to begin, they lightened 
their grief by placing bets on who 
w ould be the next to go. It turned out 
to be Harpo. 
Chico w as the family bad boy. Al­ 
though Groucho now insists, “I always 
got along well with all my brothers," 
in truth, he and Chico continually 
locked horns over Chico’s gambling 
Even in the early days in Yorkville. 
Chico hocked family possessions to pay 
off gambling debts, and if anybody had 
to find Chico, he looked first in a pool 
parlor in Harlem. Throughout his c a ­ 
reer Groucho w as forced to snatch 
Chico from the jaw s of m obsters by 
paying off huge gam bling debts. “Chico 
died broke,’’ says G rcjch o . “I sup-

ported him in his last years.” 
riarpo’s death, on the other hand, 
was particularly hard on Groucho. He 
was Groucho’s personal favorite, and, 
next to himself, Groucho considered 
him the funniest of the Marx Brothers. 
Besides admiring his talent, Groucho 
looked up to Harpo as a stable family 
man— a role one senses Groucho 
would have liked for himself, despite 
his three broken marriages. When he 
points out respectfully that Harpo 
“adopted four kids and raised them all 
successfully,” you feel Groucho’s hid­ 
den regret for the way things turned 
out with one of his own three children. 
Groucho confides that a great disap­ 
pointment is his relationship with his 
daughter Melinda. “She hasn’t come to 
see me since I cut off her allowance,” 
he says. He will not talk, however, 
about why he stopped the payments. 
Groucho’s son Arthur has hinted at 
this darker side of Groucho’s life. In 
Son of Groucho, an autobiography pub­ 
lished in 1972. he talks of passing fits 


of miserliness, an inebilityon Groucho’s 
part to display affection and a tendency 
for the comic genius always to treat 
life as one big laugh. Complained 
Arthur; “Go to father with a serious 
problem and nine times out of 10 he’ll 
make a joke about it. The only time you 
can be sure he’ll take a problem seri­ 
ously is when it’s his own. He’s so im­ 
pelled to live up to his image as a great 
wit that the urge to say something 
funny is virtually uncontrollable. Be­ 
sides, if he shows tenderness or real 
understanding, it might be construed as 
a sign of weakness. So he throws up a 
smokescreen of wisecracks.” 
Even in an interview Groucho never 
lets you behind the barrier of laughter 
for long. He did, however, talk seri­ 
ously about the anti-Semitism he suf­ 
fered as a child and about the fate of 
millions of Jews during World War II.

WHAT WE CAN EXPECT 
FROM JIMMYCARTER 


He’s said he wants to be the people’s lobbyist, but what does that mean? 


By Jack W. Germond 


It was exactly two years 
ago. Jimmy Carter was flying 
from Albuquerque to San 
Francisco on his first trip as a 
Presidential candidate. No one 
had heard of him. and he 
traveled unrecognized, free to 
chat over lunch about the con­ 
stituency he felt was waiting 
out there to support such an 
audacious candidacy. 
“What I’ve found.” he said, 
chewing earnestly on an air­ 
line chicken breast, “is that 
there are a lot of people who 
believe no one is representing 
them 
in Washington. 
They 
don’t have a lobbyist.” 
Thus, 
from the outset, 
Jimmy Carter was stating the 
theme that was to lift him from 
political obscurity to the pin­ 
nacle of American public life 
— that he would be the one to 
represent the unrepresented, 
to speak for the silent, to cham­ 
pion the powerless. His special 
concern, he said over and over 
again in the next two years, 
would be “those who are poor 
or rural or illiterate or inarticu­ 
late or without influence,” 
This theme is a reflection of 
Carter’s conviction that our 
system requires lobbyists to be 
totally preoccupied with the 
self-interests of those whom 
they represent. He explains it 
in this way: “When good peo­ 
ple organize, their lobbyists 
don’t have any concern about 
the average person. For in­ 
stance, there’s not a better 
group of dedicated, sacrificial 
people in the world than 
schoolteachers. 
They really 
love the students. But when 
they organize, their lobbyists 
in the legislature or the Con­ 
gress don’t give a darn about 
the students. They are only 
interested in what’s best for 
the teachers— retirement ben­ 
efits, salary, working hours 
and so forth. 
“ The same with doctors. 
Doctors have a very deep and 
genuine compassion about 
their patients, but you get the 
doctors organized, and they

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send lobbyists from the Ameri­ 
can Medical Association who 
don’t care anything about 
the patients. They want to 
know what’s best for the doc- 
tors.The same thing applies to 
farmers and . . . to lawyers. 
It's a built-in circumstance of 
our system, and a Congress­ 
man who's trying to do a good 
job, if he only hears one side 
of the argument, won't think 
how it's going to affect the 
rest of the people 1 want to 
make sure that average peo­ 
ple have a receptive ear and a 
spokesman in the White House, 
and they will if I’m elected.” 
Such was the essence of the 
Carter candidacy. Now, Jimmy 
Carter has the opportunity to 
prove what he said— and per­ 
haps the central criterion in 
judging his administration will 
be how well he fulfills his 
promise to be the lobbyist of 
the people over the next four 
years in such areas as tax re­ 
form and reorganization of the 
Government. 
Carter has repeatedly called 
the present tax system “a 
disgrace to the human race.” 
So his promise “ to start from 
scratch” was a pledge to go 
beyond tax reform to a new 
system that assures fairness in 
a “ truly progressive tax struc­ 
ture” based on the individual’s 
ability to pay. If he keeps that 
promise, then the poor and the 
middle class alike are going to 
feel it directly every payday. 
With reorganization of the 
Government. Carter plans to 
bring order and efficiency to 
what he calls "the horrible. 


bloated, confused bureau­ 
cracy.” Most Americans have 
a difficult time imagining how 
the organization of the Govern­ 
ment affects their lives. But 
Carter has promised, by impli­ 
cation at least, that his con­ 
stituents will find, first, that 
the Government will become 
something with which they can 
deal effectively and, second, 
that genuine economies will be 
realized. 
This is not going to be easy. 
On the contrary, restructuring 
the Government may be the 
single-most arduous assign­ 
ment Jimmy Carter has given 
himself. Washington is a city 
of different peoples— on Capi­ 
tol Hill, in the big law firms, in 
the bureaucracy itself— ea' h 
with a special interest in main­ 
taining the status quo a;^ 
nst 
the revisionism of whoever 
temporarily occupies the White 
House. But the President-elect 
committed himself to change, 
and it will be fair to judge him 
by his success or failure in 
achieving it. 
There are, of course, many 
other criteria on which Jimmy 
Carter will be judged four 
years from now; the status of 
inflation, unemployment, our 
international relations, the en­ 
ergy crisis— on and on But the 
outsider from Georgia who 
takes office this month has 
proposed to do more than 
merely deal with these issues. 
He has promised to listen to 
the people and to be their 
lobbyist. In the final analysis, 
that is how he 
RtT 
should be judged.
